The Panther Sentinel, the offi- 
cial newspaper of the Associated 
Student Body of Hartnell College, 
has received top honors in the bi- 
weekly section of the nationwide 
junior college newspaper contest 
sponsored by the Associated Colle- 
giate Press. 

On the basis of the series of 
newspapers published last semes- 
ter, The Panther Sentinel scored 
1,650 points out of a possible 1,800 
points and was named to the “All- 
American” set.

Dr. Luella Hall Plans To Retire, 
Completing 26 Years At Hartnell

Dr. Luella Hal, Hartnell College 
instructor since 1929, is resigning 
at the close of the school year. Her 
resignation was accepted by the 
board of trustees with an expres- 
sion of appreciation for her long 
and valuable services to the college. 

Doctor Hall graduated from high 
school in Minot, North Dakota, 
and attended the University of 
North Dakota where she’ received 
her B.A. and M.A. degrees. She re- 
ceived her Ph.D. at Stanford Uni- 
versity in 1937. 

Among the various subjects’ that 
she has taught are: History of 
Western Civilization, History of the 
United States, History of the Amer- 
icas, History of California, German, 
American Government, Economics, 
Sociology, and Philosophy. 

Doctor Hall has given much of 
her time and performed many 
services for the college. She served 
as.advisor of Alpha Gamma Sigma 
for fifteen years (1938-53), origi- 


nated the General College division. 


within the college and served as 
dean of the General College from 
1938 until June, 1953. 

In 1940, Alpha Gamma Sigma 
took over the annual Homecom- 
ing events under Doctor Hall’s lead- 
ership. 

In 1944, Doctor Hall suggested 
the idea of a student union and 
was chairman of the student un- 
ion committee until 1953. The stu- 
dent union committee was respon- 
sible for furnishing the lounge. The 
committee was composed of one 
other faculty member, two alumni 
members, and two members of the 
student body. The committee 
studied student unions in other 
colleges, publicized the project to 
students, members of the faculty, 
and townspeople, and promoted 
fund-raising campaigns in order to 
put the project into the reality 
which it became in 1949. She sug- 
gested that the profit raised at the

Panther Sentinel has reached the top in the field of college journalism 
we decided this week to look back to the first issue 
to see how far our beloved newspaper had come. 

The first issue, a mimeographed deal (printed copies 
didn’t come out till October, 1955), came out in the 
latter part of 1933 under the heading of “J.C. BAT~} 
TERY — Puts Light in The Flashlight.” Salinas Jun- 


Flashlight” was and is the high school paper. 

At this point in our investigation we were all 
steamed up to give a complete history of Hartnell 
journalism when a three-stanza verse on the front 
page of that first issue caught our eye. It read: 


To dedicate, says Mr. Webster, 
Is to vow, consecrate. 

Then goes right on and tells us, too, 
It’s a promise,’ vow, appropriate.

There are a lot of meanings to this word 
If we dig right down to its sense 
Many a life is dedicated 7

“J. B.” without a doubt was John B. Lemos, The ode doesn’t make 
too much sense but it does show that the students of Hartnell College 
were dedicated to the late Mr. Lemos ever “back in the early days.” 

I studied, the poem and-I like to believe (take it or leave it) that 
there is a hidden and contemporaneous meaning in the line, “Many a 
life is dedicated...” 

We didn’t pursue the history of the paper as it. advanced. through

Marks In Conference Meet

Coach Ed Adams’ Panther trackmen broke four Hartnell 
track and field records in the N.C.J.C.C. conference meet 
last week, but were nosed out in the team championship as 
they placed second behind San Jose Junior College. Under 
cool cloudy skies and the constant threat of rain, each team 


battled for points and first place 
all the way. No team was able to 
build up a significant lead until 
the next to last event, the 220 low 
hurdles. Brewer and Kelly of San 
Jose made a repeat performance of 
their 120 high hurdles victory as 
they again placed first and second 
for 8 points and an unbeatable 
lead for the S.J. squad. Hartnell’s 
record breaking win of the relay 
came in the next and final event 
but the winner of the meet had 
been decided. 

Wes Bond presented a sparkling 
performance for the Panthers as 
he won both the mile and 2-mile 
events in record-breaking time. In 
the mile run, Bond took an early 
lead and held it all the way as 
he breezed around the track in 
4:33.8 to eclipse the old mark by 

eight seconds. Pacing himself all 
the way, Bond held back in the 
two-mile grind until the last lap, 
then with a tremendous burst of 
reserve speed, passed Tafoya of S.J. 
to win by 40 yards in 10:15. 
«Jerry Morgan, star Panther broad 
jumper, erased the old jump rec- 
ord from the book by leaping 21 
feet 644 inches for first place and 
a new broad jump mark for the 
Hartnell track. 


RELAY RECORD 

Also helping to re-write the rec- 
ord was the Hartnell mile relay 
team. Matano, ‘Kenyon, Casper, 
and Mix wheeled the baton around 
the oval on express schedule as 
they knocked .6 seconds off the old 
record of 3:33. Bill Mix made it 
a special delivery as he made up a 
10-yard deficit in the anchor lap 
and was still gaining ground when 
he crossed the finish line with a 
15-yard lead. ° 

Rink Babka of Menlo set the 
fifth record as he tossed the discus 
162 feet 9 inches, a mark very 
likely to stand up as the longest 
platter throw by a jaycee discus- 
teer this year. 

Dick Casper, speedy Panther 
quarter miler, failed to pick up his 
usual first place positions. He was 
narrowly edged in a thrilling 440- 
race as Tarrango of E.C.C. cap- 
tured first place by a yard, and in 
the 880, Casper trailed Neven of 
E.C.C. by seven yards for another 
second place, one position behind 
his usual finishing spot.

Anderson Receives 
National Acclaim 
As Discus Thrower 


Marvin Anderson, 20 year old 
Hartnell sophomore, recently won 
nationwide recognition to the Hart- 
nell campus through his ability to 
toss the discus. The muscular Hart- 
nell athlete unwound a record toss 
of 156 feet 9 inches at a San Jose 
State invitational track meet, The 
toss at the time was the best effort 
of any junior college athlete this 
year. 4 

Anderson, who stands 6 feet 4 
inches tall and weighs 210 pounds 
is actually one of the most modest 
and unassuming athletes to appear 
on the Hartnell campus in many 
years. Coach Ed Adams, Hartnell 
mentor, rates him as a great pros- 
pect who knows what he is doing. 


Anderson first became interested 
in track as a high school freshman. 
Oddly enough, the Hartnell discus 
thrower began his track career as 
a pole vaulter but decided the dis- 
cus throw was his event after a few 
experimental tosses. Under the di- 
rection of Salinas High School 
Coach Bill Kearney, Anderson 
proved he was going in the right 
direction by uncorking a toss of 
141 feet 1% inches in ‘his senior 
year, a record which still stands in 
the C.C.A.L. high school confer- 
ence. ; 

At Hartnell, Marvin is taking a 
liberal arts course, and he often 
spends the evening with paints and 
brush while listening to musical 
recordings. “Painting is my favor- 
ite relaxation and enjoyment,” An-

Other point-makers for Hartnell 
were: Kelch, fifth, mile; Miller, 
fifth, high jump; Mills, third, 120 
high hurdles; Matano, fourth, 100 
yard dash; and Fierro, fourth, 220 
low hurdles.
